Dr. Goodell'as a Student. 


On Sophomore Quarter Day, in 1815, 
the Faculty, to my surprise, gave me the 
first appointment, which was the Latin Sa- 
lutatory. Butwhen-we graduated, in 1817, 
I had. the Greek Oration, then eotsidertd 
the third appointment; Marsh, afterwards 
President of Burlington College, had the 
first, which was the Valedictory; and Chase, 
now Bishop of New’ Hampshire, received 
the: second appointment, which was, I think, | 
the Philosophical. During the greater part | 
of my senior year I was engaged in teach- 
ing, and was able to attend but few recita-. 
tions. Fad it been otherwise, had I spent 
the whole year in hard study, it is'not likely 


| that I should bave deserved a higher ap- 


pointment than the one given me ; for the 
class was a large one, and there were many | 
very good scholars in it. One thing i is cer- 
tain, and I think of it even now with satis- 
faction, that for the~sake ofa collegiate 
honor I never. studied fifteen minutes the 
more, no’ rot ten, nor even five, during my 
whole course ; and” that my eyes and health 
were as good at the end as at the beginning. 
My health was indeed always feeble; three 
hours a day were just about my average 
time of study. But, then, when I did study 
it was in good earnest, concentrating my 
whole mind directly on the subject. It was 
much the same during all’ my term at the’ 
Theological Seminary, and during much of 
my: missionary life I have been able to de- 
vote but: a few hours a day to close study.: 
«Though feeble from childhood I have 
hardly ever been sick a day. In fact I have 
been growing stronger ever since I was’ 
born; and should “the days of the years of 
my life” run parallel with those of Methu- 
selab, might it not be reasonably expected 
that ly should be more bale’and vigorous in 
the nine hundred and sixty-ninth year of 
my life,than any of the hypochondriacs of 
any generation of students ‘past, present, or 
foture.* Why should ‘a student ‘ever be 
puny; or'why should his eyesight prema- 
turely fail? Every. power and faculty of’ 
mind:and body become stronger, not indeed 
by abuse, but by constant and proper use. 
As: the muscles of the arms’ increase “in 
strength’ by” proper exercise, so does the | 
organ of sight'in the same way. Itis wrong 
for a student to leave college with no health; 
or at any. rate,,with.no eyes. indeed, 
his -general, health be no better, yet cer- 
tainly his eyes ought.\to be. stronger, than. 
when he entered the Freshman class. . And ; 


4 let no one. say. his. health is not vigorous, 


enough to think of going on a foreign mis- 
sion; for those who are compartively feeble 
often last and live, while the more robust. 
break down and have. to. return bome to 
recuperate, or are carried to early graves, 
bécause the former take more care of them- , 
selves, whilst the latter are too apt to be 
careless and imprudent. Every one should 
ascertain what amount ‘of. work be can ac- 
{ complish with safety; and ‘do it, and then’ 
stop.

hundred majority against it. It is probable 
that California will not follow such an-ex- 
ample. The twenty millions of loyal men 
of the’ North, who maintain that’ all men 
have the right to be free, look ‘to the grow-' 
ing empire on the Pacific for sympathy. 
They expect you will stand up in favor of 
freedom, justice and equal rights to all men.

that when we said we were in favor of free- 
ing the slaves, we meant what we said, and 
that we intend the négro shall be free, and 
to, secure this freedom mean to give him 
the great weapon to secure it—the ballot.

New Version—Number 3. 
History of the term Bapiiso, in the Latin 
Church. | 
_ At first sight it may seem strange that 
this word daptiso and its derivatives should 
be transferred, not translated, into the lan- 
guage and sacred literature of the Latin 
Church, and hence into all the languages of 
Western Europe. Such we believe to be 
the case however, beyond all controversy. 
But why should it be so, that this and oth- 
er Greek words found in the original Scrip- 
tures of the New Testament, should not be 
-represented. by corresponding terms in the 
Latin tongue ? Simply, because when Chris- 
tianity was introduced into Rome and the 
provinces of the Roman Empire, by the 
Apostles and primitive Christians, there 
were no such terms in the Latin language ; 
hence, by accommodation, some terms were. 
lifted up into a new and richer signification, 
and others were transferred immediately 
from the Greek into the Latin. _Thus, the 
Latin. Fides takes a new signification in the 
Reman mind, when the faith that is in Je- 
sus is preached and received. So when 
this ordinance of the Christian Church 
was inaugurated among that people, no sig- 
nificant term being found in a heathen lan- 
guage, the Greek words used to express 
the idea were bodily transferred into the 
Latin language, and hence to all languages 
If it be objected that an unchristian Ro- 
man would receive no manner of light or 
instruction from the foreign word Baptiso, 
neither would that same heathen in seeing 
the ordinance performed ; he must first be 
instructed and embrace the faith of Jesus, 
before he-is prepared to receive the ordi- 
nance of Baptism and appreciate its mean- 
ing, then this outward form symbolizes to 
him, the washing of regeneration and the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost. Now, the 
term at once becomes pregnant of 1 
in’ the full scope of its signification. ‘To: 
draw an illustration from medical science, 
the term vaccination. is utterly void of sig- 
nification, without some previous idea of the | 
object of the process, but when it is under.

Baptiso in the Latin tongue, as the proper 
representative of the Christian ordinance, | 
to the exclusion of all Latin terms, becomes 
the more significant and emphatic when we 
remember that at that time, the Latin and 
Greek were living languages, the former in 
the flower of its excellence, literally in its 
Augustan age, and if the first preachers and 
writers-had found a word in that language, 
more appropriate in its scope and meaning 
than Baptiso, to represent that ordinance, 
they would have undoubtedly employed it. 
But they failed to do so, and this too, when | 
the Latin tongue was affluent in terms sig- 
nifying to wash, bathe, pour, sprinkle, im-

term may not definitely settle the mode by | 
which the vaccine virus may be communi- 
cated. 
Contemporaneously with the introduction 
of Christianity into the Roman Empire, the 
term Baptiso and its derivatives seem to. 
have come into use in its Christian litera- 
ture. In the earliest Latin version of the 
New Testament, now extant, the Italic, Bap- 
tiso and its derivatives appear, and this ver- 
sion was made in the early. part of the sec- 
ond century, doubtless by those who heard 
the preaching of the Apostles and their con- 
temporaries, and saw the rite of Baptism 
performed by them, or at least were con- 
versant with those who did, and who would 
certainly employ the term in common use 
among Christians at Rome. Tertullian, 
who flourished in the latter part of the sec- 
ond century, and who is largely quoted by 
Baptists, uses these same terms invariably 
in his writings, and so all the Latin Fath- 
ers. 

Again. The fonts where,the rite was 
performed, some of which still exist, from 
the earliest times until now, are called bap- 
tistries. And finally, the ancient Vulgate, 
translated by Jerome, adheres to the same 
words without any deviation from Matthew 
to Revelation. If any farther proof were. 
needed of the adoption of Baptiso in the 
Latin tongue, asthe representation of the 
Christian Sacrament now called by that 
name, it will be found in the fact that there 
is no word in the Latin language synony- | 
mous with Baptiso and its derivatives, and 
used interchangeably with it. Luo, Abluo, 
Mergo, Jmmergo, Tingo, Lustro: the latter 
meaning among the Romans religious puri- 
fication, are all passed by, and Bapttso trans- 
ferred into the Latin tongue. Is there no/| 
meaning in this summary rejection of these 
Latin terms by the Fathers, and the use of 
Baptiso ? 

I am therefore shut up to the conclusion | 
that in the introduction of Christianity in- 
to Rome, the Greek term Baptiso and its 
derivatives were brought in with it, to rep- 
resent in the Latin tongue the initial Sac- 
rament of the Church of Jesus Christ, and 
hence, wherever Christianity spread from 
that centre and through the medium of the 
Latin language, these same terms attended 
the progress of the Divine Word, and were 
incorporated in the language of the people, 
who became converts to the Christian re- 
ligion. Hence in Spain, and Gaul, and 
Britain, we find these terms incorporated 
into the language of the people of those 
provinces. The fact of the adoption of

- All tbe translators of the Bible, | 
up to King James” time employ it, and the 
translators of our Bible, finding this a liv- 
ing word, in use in the English language 
for one thousand years, and incorporated in- 
to all the religious ideas of the people, aud 
one which was most eminently, a religious 
term, not used in a common or seeular sense, 
most naturally adopted it in our Version. 
The translators could not do otherwise with- 
out. violence to their own convictions of 
truth, for assuredly whatever power it had 
in the original Greek they meant to exhibit 
in the English version, by its adoption in 
the same.

some ignorantly affirm, but as old as Christ- 
ianity ‘itself in the’ English Islands. And 
we are glad that they did so.

We have time and 
space only for a very brief synopsis, . |. 
The Society was formed in 1866, to assist in 
providing suitable employment and instruction for 
many destitute colored women and children, crowd- 
ed in and around Washington: It communicated 
with Gen. Howard and Gen. Armstroug, who both 
very earnestly seconded the plan. Arrangements 
were made for receiving to a temporary asylum at 
Cambridgeport, such as desired to obtain employ- 


ment, until they could be suitably placed at service. | 


This was called the ‘‘Walnuat st. Industrial School.” 
The number admitted to the School, from Nov. 
Ist, 1866 to April lst, 1867, was 132, of whom all 
but 2 were women and children. 

72 of these have gone to places in families, 5 
have been sent to hospitals, 2 have been adopted, 


and 21 have provided for themselves. are 


From Nov. Ist to May 16th, Gen. Armstrong 
forwarded 96 persons to this school from Hampton, 
and previous to its organization, 320 had been sent 
to Boston from Hampton. . 

The receipts of the Society from all sources, 
from Noy. lst to April Ist, were $3,567.06; the 
cash expenditures, $2,349.62.

“Howard Industrial School,” near Boston, which 
will explain itself; and Ido so in the hope that 

ou will, through your paper, make some appeal 
in behalf of this most worthy enterprise. The only 
thing is to make people believe it ought to be sus- 
tained, and that it needs help. Although, perhaps, 
a small affair, it is a work in the right direction ; it 
offers the destitute freed people what they most 
need—opportunity. From fourteen months obser- 
vation and study of the freedmens’ condition, I can 
speak with some assurance; and I say that the 
Howard School, so far as it goes, is doing the best 
work that can be done for the colored people ; for, 
through it girls and boys, men and women get 
carefully selected Northern homes, where they are 
taught not only to read and write, but how to live. 


- Mere education.does little where the student lives 


in filth or poverty—it does not raise the platform 
of the whole life—does not teach right living. The 
management of this School is excellent—it is con- 
ducted by some of the finest women of the country, 
who, during the war were in hospitals, in tents, on 
transports—wherever there were Sick or wounded. 
I have visited it, and fully indorse it. _ 

I wonder if a thousand dollars could not be raised 
for it in California. People who give may be as- 
sured that no exhausting per cents will be deducted 
before the money contributed shall reach the bene- 
ficiaries for whom it is intended—it will go straight 
to the freedmen in the form of increased oppor-

Farming. 


Much is said of late years about agricul- 
tural colleges, model farms and experiment- 
al farming, which is all very well, but the 
matter should by no means be left to such 
institutions. Some experiments, that it is 
desirable should be tried, are of so costly a 


nature. that private individuals cannot well ¥ Whitcombs Wheeled Wire Horse Rakes; 


afford to undertaké them ; but many others 
are. within the power of every man who 
owns patch. of. ground. Every farmer, 
every man who owns a garden spot, should 
be trying some new methods. of improving 
his land and increasing his crops. Let him 
try to get out of the old ruts, and not for- 
ever follow the old tracks. Let him not by 
any means conclude that because his grand- 
father and his father pursued a certain course, 
because they planted and gathered in a cer- 
tain way, that there is no chance for im- 
provement. Every farm should in some 
degree be an experimental farm, and every 
farmer should be earnestly striving to im- 
prove in his mode of cultivation. Let him 
try the effect of plowing a little deeper ev- 
ery year than he did the year before. Let 
him see if it will not improve some moist 
piece of land to underdrain. it. Let 
prepare his posts for fence by placing them 


to dry, top end downward in such a man- |. 


ner that the part to be set in the ground 

will become thoroughly seasoned, and then 

coat them with coal-tar and roll them in 

sand before they are set, and see if they 

will not last enough longer to pay for ail 

the trouble and expense. “Let him dig a 

trench in his garden two. and.a--half. feet 

deep and two or three feet wide, fill it with 

rich garden mould, and then plant a row of | 
currant bushes upon the mould, and try if 
the result will not be astonishing. Thus in 

many ways can a wide-awake farmer gain 

experience that will be very useful both to 

himself and his neighbors ; and the experi- 

ments which he tries himself will be far. 

more valuable for him than those he hears 

of from others.— Central Chrn. Advocate. 


Doves as Farm Stocx.—In many por- 
tions of France it is said.to be the practice 
of landholders to make it a condition in 
their leases to tenants that they shall pro- 
vide a pigeon-house, or dove-cote, and keep 
it well stocked with these birds. The reason 
for the condition is that these birds do a 
great amount of good in eating up the seeds 
of noxious plants, such as chess, cockle, and
